‘Homeless’ students

RailrocCK 
merger 
is near

An expected major railroad 
merger that could take place 
within a few months is ex¬ 
pected to remove a possible 
60,000 trucks from Michigan 
roadways in coming years, 
David Cox, assistant to Ro¬ 
mulus Mayor William Oakley, 
revealed last week. 

Cox passed on the informa¬ 
tion after attending a meeting 
on the planned Conrail merger 
with CSX and Norfolk South¬ 
ern rail lines. The meeting was 
held at Monroe County Com¬ 
munity College on Jan. 21. 

I the trains could 
hold up to as much 
as 1,000 vehicles. 


The biggest traffic plus pre¬ 
sented at the session, Cox said, 
was that a major lightening of 
truck traffic in Michigan was 
outlined, but it also was stated 
that the number of trains pass¬ 
ing throughout various com¬ 
munities would increase. 

•, According to printed infor¬ 
mation supplied at the meet¬ 
ing, “in June 1997 CSX Corp. 
and Norfolk Southern filed an 
application with the Surface 
Transportation Board (STB) 
for authority to acquire con¬ 
trol of Conrail and divide its 
assets.” 

A STB decision is report¬ 
edly pending on July 23. 

(3SX reported earlier that 
once the merger is approved 
“auto manufacturers and cus¬ 
tomers will reap tremendous 
benefits from single- line rail 
service.” 

The benefits will include 
the elimination of delays at 
major interchanges and the 
creation of new, direct routes 
and finished delivery times 
will decrease significantly. 

It also was revealed that in 
addition to the current 35 
multi-level trains carrying ve¬ 
hicles by CSXT, an additional 
; 18 trains that can hold 700-800 
vehicles will be placed on line. 

In some cases, the trains 
could hold up to as much as 
1,000 vehicles, CSX revealed. 

It also was reported that the 
merger will aid the interna¬ 
tional marketing industry. 

“Both exporters and impor¬ 
ters will reap tremendous ben¬ 
efits from single-line rail 
service,” Kelly Shefelbine, di¬ 
rector of CSXT’s international 
marketing office revealed. 

CSXT will then service over 
30 ports within its system - 
more than any other American 
railroad, the firm spokesman 
said.

Romulus police arrest 3, 
recover $750,000 in gems

Romulus undercover detec¬ 
tives arrested a trio of sus¬ 
pected national jewel robbers 
last week, only hours after they 
and an alleged accomplice 
(who was shot dead in Ohio) 
robbed a major jewelry store 
of more than $750,000 worth of 
diamond rings and watches. 

Romulus Detective Lt. 
David Early revealed after the 
Romulus arrests that the re¬ 
ported ringleader of the gang, 
John Fitzgerald Bracken, 33, a 
drifter currently residing in 
California, was nabbed and 
approximately $750,000 worth 
of jewelry was recovered from 
a mini-van the trio had rented. 

Bracken (who has used 
scores of aliases) and a male 
accomplice were turned over 
to agents of the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation last 
Thursday, while a woman 
member of the trio (who was 
said to be 19 years of age) was 
released to Copley, Ohio police 
officers. 

Although listed as “armed

and dangerous” Bracken and 
his accomplices were not 
armed at the time their vehicle 
was stopped in Romulus, Early 
said. “It is possible they dis¬ 
carded any weapons since they 
were planning to board a 
plane a short time later,” Early 
speculated. 

According to Early, the trio 
along with others were in the 
process of holding up a large 
jewelry store in Copley on Jan. 
20, when a gunfight with local 
police broke out and one re¬ 
ported bandit (listed by Ohio 
police as Dennis Ira Felton) 
was shot and killed on site. 

Bracken and the two others 


reportedly tied to Romulus, 
Early related, where they were 
awaiting a flight at Detroit 
Metro Aiport that would take 
them back to California. 

While at a Romulus hotel, 
they were apparently seen act¬ 
ing suspiciously by hotel em¬ 
ployees, who notified Romulus 
detectives. Early praised the 
actions of the hotel workers. 

Thinking the trio might have 
been involved in drug deal¬ 
ings, they were placed under 
police surveillance for four to 
five^ hours. Police later 
checked refuse containers and 
recovered discarded sales 
tags, etc. that reportedly had 
been attached to the stolen 
jewelry. 

Recovered were 372 dia¬ 
mond rings and 13 Rolex 
watches, Early said. 

Early explained that the 
trio claimed that the jewelry 
was fake, but that claim was 
quickly rejected. 

It is believed that the ban¬ 
dits were involved in 12 or 
more jewelry store armed rob¬ 
beries from Florida to Texas 
in recent months. Early said. 


Romulus voice will increase, 
McPhail tells council members

When you were growing up, 
you probably had a favorite 
toy. Maybe it was a toy truck or 
Legos, a stuffed bear or a 
board game. 

Presbyterian Village, a re¬ 
tirement community in West- 
land, held a tea party recently, 
inviting residents to bring with 
them their favorite dolls from 
their childhood. The response 
was overwhelming. 

Dolores Greschaw brought 
her doll, with the blond wig 
and blue eyes. She said she re¬ 
membered getting the doll 
when she was 4-years old, and 
it was her favorite. Greschaw’s 
doll has a head and hands 
made of porcelain and a body 
made of leather. The arms and 
legs feature hinges, making 
them movable. 

When her family moved 
from Illinois to Detroit almost 
60 years ago, the doll was 


packed in a trunk. It stayed 
there until eight years ago, 
when Greschaw’s sister found 
it. She replaced the wig and 
clothing, which were tattered 
with age, and gave it to her sis¬ 
ter. 

‘T was tickled when she 
gave it to me,” Greschaw said. 
‘T remember having the doll 
when I was 4.” 

Martha was Virginia 
Mueller’s favorite doll, al¬ 
though she couldn’t say the full 
name, so she called her Met. 
She received the doll about 77 
years ago, when she was 
6-years old. Her doll also has a 
porcelain face and hands and 
leather body. Mueller said she 
replaced Met’s clothing about 
30 years ago. 

“This was my favorite doll,” 
she recalled. “She was every¬ 
one’s favorite at that time. My 
sister had one, but she looked 
a little different from mine. I 
didn’t have a lot of dolls grow¬ 
ing up, but this was one of my 


favorites.” 

The oldest doll at the party 
came with Marge Cameron. 

“My great-grandmother 
bought it for my grandmother 
in 1869, when she was 5-years 
old,” Cameron explained. “My 
grandmother gave it to my 
mother, who gave it to my 
daughter.” 

The hands, face, and feet on 
the doll are original, although 
the clothes are new. Cameron, 
like a lot of the women at the 
tea party, did not know the 
doll’s name. 

During World War II, there 
was a shortage of materials, 
and Christmas ornaments 
were not sold, so many people 
made their own decorations. 
Millicent Snyder used wrap¬ 
ping paper and a small doll to 
create a Christmas angel. Al¬ 
though it is a little tattered, the 
angel has hung on Snyder’s 
Christmas tree every year 
since it was made. 

When Ada Adams was a 


child, growing up in London, 
England, dolls were made with 
wax faces. 

“If you sat too close to the 


fireplace, your doll’s face 
would melt,” she recalled. “I 
never saw a china doll when I 
lived in England.”

Museum features aviation history

There’s a unique museum in 
this area dedicated to the his¬ 
tory of aviation in southeast 
Michigan. 

The Yankee Air Museum 
was formulated in 1981 by a 
group of people who shared 
the desire to preserve the his¬ 
tory of Willow Run Airport. 
Forty years prior, the airport 
was built by Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany to serve as an airfield for 
their B-24 Bomber Plant. 

During World War II, nearly 
8,700 bombers were built at 
the plant. Today, only four of 
the Willow Run-built bombers 
still exist. 

According to Don Harner, 
vice-president of the Yankee 
Air Force, the group was able 
to obtain one of the original 
hangars at Willow Run for the 
museum. With the help of the 
county and the owners of the 
airport, the YAF was able to 
return the hangar to its origi¬ 
nal condition. 

The Yankee Air Museum, lo¬ 
cated in Van Buren Township, 
features several flyable exam¬ 
ples of historic aircraft, as well 
as many static displays and 
designated rooms filled with 
historic aviation artifacts. 

Some of the aircraft on dis¬ 
play include “Clyde”, a retired 
B-52D “Stratofortress”. The 
plane, with its tail rising 48 
feet in the air, guides visitors 


to the museum. During the 
Vietnam War, the B-52 flew 
over 600 combat missions, and 
is now the centerpiece of the 
YAF Vietnam War Memorial. 
Other aircraft which can be 
viewed include a F- 84F Thun- 
derstreak, a 1950s vintage 
fighter/bomber; a RF-84 K 
Thunderflash, used for photo 
reconnaissance; and a F-IOIB 
Voodoo, missile armed fighter/ 
interceptor, among others. 

Since 1981, the YAF has ac¬ 
quired and returned to flying 
status, five WWII aircraft. 
These include a DC-47 WWII 
transport built in 1945, a B-17G 
“Flying Fortress” used in the 
movie Tora! Tora! Tora!, and a 
B-25D “Mitchell” which saw 
duty in WWII and is one of only 
two B- 25Ds still flying today. 
Some of these planes are also 
on display at the museum. 

In the year 2000, the group 
plans to begin work on a much 
larger museum and hanger 
near their present location. 
Due to the historic value of 
their current building, it will 
still be used for the restoration 
of vintage aircraft. 

The YAF is a very active 
group. Besides staffing the 
Yankee Air Museum, the vol¬ 
unteers also hold two big 
dances a year, with all of the 
proceeds going to the museum. 
They also participate in the 
annual Willow Run Air Show, 
with static displays. They ob¬ 
serve Memorial Day with a 


pancake breakfast. According 
to Harner, many people fly in 
for the event. During the Na¬ 
tional Strawberry Festival and 
the Belleville Bridge Walk, 
Harner can be seen and heard 
flying the B-25D overhead. 

Harner has been flying 
since 1943, and has logged 
27,000 hours of flying time. He 
said he can fly just about any 
aircraft, although his favorite 
is the B-17. Since its restora¬ 
tion, Hamer says the Yankee 
Lady flys like a new aircraft. 

There are 14 active pilots 
with the YAF, who fly planes 
such as the I)C-3, C-47, B-25, 
and the B-17. 

When it opened, the Yankee 
Air Museum was the only one 
of its kind. Since then, the idea 
has spread to other areas. 
Other divisions are located in 
New Jersey, Wisconsin, Illi¬ 
nois, Saginaw and Wurtsmith, 
Mich. Today, there are over 
1,700 YAF members from 
throughout the United States. 

The Yankee Air Museum is 
located at the Willow Run Air¬ 
port. The entrance is off of 
Beck Road in Van Buren 
Township. The museum is 
open 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Thursday 
through Saturday, and 12 to 4 
p.m. on Sundays in February. 
From March through Decem¬ 
ber, the hours are the same, al¬ 
though the museum is open 
everyday except Monday. For

Muskrat Ramble 

Wild game cuisine gains 
Western Wayne fans

Although Betty Crocker 
probably won’t include a rec¬ 
ipe for muskrat , in her cook¬ 
book, the wrl^ game dish 
remains a delicacy in Monroe 
County and Downriver com¬ 
munities - and the taste for it 
is expanding into Western 
Wayne County. 

Five Belleville area cou¬ 
ples, all of whom are members 
of the Huron Valley Conserva¬ 
tion Association, have formed 
a group to celebrate the con¬ 
sumption of the unique dish, 
dubbing their annual get- 
togethers as Muskrat Rambles. 

The Ramblers including Er¬ 
nie and Alene Knust, Keith 
and Ginger Bruder, Mernie 
and George Watts, Virginia 
and Don Truran plus the 
writer and her spouse, Jim 
Zinner, marked their seventh 
ramble recently. 

Watts and Zinner grew up in 
“muskrat country,” where the 
dish was prepared often, espe¬ 
cially during the Lenten sea¬ 
son. Muskrat were trapped and 
used for fur and food by their 
ancestors, the early French 
settlers in the marshlands of 
Southern Wayne and Monroe 
counties. 

According to tales told by 
old-timers, the muskrat saved 
the French settlers from fam¬ 
ine in the 1700s, and its meat 
has been revered since that 
time by descendants of those 
settlers. It has been told that a 
special papal dispensation 
was granted to allow the Cath¬ 
olic settlers to eat muskrat on 
Fridays and other meat-less 
feast days. The rationale was 
that the muskrat lived in the 
water, like a fish, and thus 
could be considered a fish. Al¬ 
though the story has been 
widely circulated and embel¬ 
lished through the years, a 
check with an archivist from 
the Detroit Archdiocese failed 


to turn up a document to sub¬ 
stantial it. 

The muskrat also provided 
inexpensive meat for the table 
during the Depression years, 
and many residents remember 
the days when trappers pro¬ 
vided mustorats at three for $1. 

The conservation club mem¬ 
bers, while not all from “musk¬ 
rat country,” are familiar with 
many types of wild game from 
venison to elk and turtle to 
wild turkey. Many of them at¬ 
tend wild game dinners, such 
as the one sponsored by the 
Tri-County Sportsman Club in 
Saline. 

And, are their spouses 
game? 

“Yes,” said Alene Knust en¬ 
thusiastically. The other wo- 
men echo her enthusia sm. _ 

While muskrat dinners are 
served occasionally at Down¬ 
river and Monroe County clubs 
and lodges, Johnny (The Musk¬ 
rat King) Kolakowski has made 
muskrat a year-around treat at 
his restaurant. Kola’s Food 
Factory in Riverview. 

In the mid-1980s Kolakowski 
led a crusade to bring the 
muskrat “out of the closet” and 
onto restaurant menus. His ef¬ 
forts prompted the FDA to ex¬ 
pand their tests to muskrat 
meat and approve it for sale to 
consumers. Prior to that time, 
the Muskrat Ramblers’ source 
of muskrat would have been in 
danger of being busted for un¬ 
lawful muskrat consumption 
(or some other heinous crime). 

The writer sampled her first 
taste of muskrat in the early 
1980s during the annual Old 
Frenchtown Days (held in 
Monroe in mid-August) when 
one of the participants shared 
a sample of muskrat cooked in 
a iron pot suspended over an 
open fire. 

“Don’t tell anyone I gave 
you this. It’s illegal,” he whis¬ 
pered. 

After hearing the warning, 
eating the illegal delicacy was 
more delicious than expected.

Impact of Pope’s trip to 
Cuba will be felt for years

Pope John Paul IPs historic 
trip to Cuba will have a major 
impact on Cubans in coming 
months/years, just as the 
Pope’s visits to other lands 
have done, Father Rick Thom¬ 
son, pastor of St. Aloysius 
Catholic Church of Romulus, 
predicted Monday morning. 

“I’m convinced that the 
Pope’s five day visit will have a 
key impact on the future of 
Cuba, including the hearts and 
minds of the general populace, 
as well as its governmental 
leaders,” Thomson added. He 
then expressed the feelings 
that the expected changes may 
not happen over night, but in 
the near future as they did in 
Poland and other eastern Eu¬ 
ropean nations. 

His visit also has given a ma¬ 
jor spiritual lift to Cubans and 
other Hispanics throughout 
the Detroit Metro area, several 
Catholic leaders said. 

The Pope stood as a visible 
symbol of Christians around 
the world - not just Catholi¬ 
cism, the Romulus priest con¬ 
cluded. 

Detroit Cardinal Adam 
Maida said on returning from 
Cuba Sunday night “the seeds 
have been planted. There is no 
question that (the Pope’s visit) 
is the first of many giant steps 
(needed to be taken in the near 
future).” 

Pope John Paul II con¬ 
cluded his visit to Cuba this 
past Sunday clearly elevating 
religious expression in one of 
the last lands where commu¬ 
nism reigns supreme. 

Even Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro admitted that his coun¬ 
try that had been an official

athiest state until as late as 
1992, most surely will see an 
increase in religious life.

Hundreds from Michigan at D.C. rally

Hundreds of Michigan resi¬ 
dents were among the 200,()()0 
pro-life supporters, who gath¬ 
ered in Washington D.C. last 
week to press for a change in 
U.S. legislation governing 
abortion laws. 

The rally marked the 25th 
anniversary of Roe vs. Wade, 
the U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion that opened the flood 
gates for abortions to be per¬ 
formed across the U.S. 

Three of the first speakers 
introduced by Nellie Gray, na¬ 
tional president of the March 
for Life organization, were a 
famous early abortion practi¬ 
tioner from New York state 
and the two women, who used 
the names Mary Doe and Jane 
Roe in early court battles. 

Dr. Bernard Nathanson, the 
former N.Y. abortionist, said 
he doubt’s if Roe vs. Wade will 
ever be overturned in the 
courts, but he is glad to see it is 
being overturned in persons

minds as 50 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans now believe abortion is 
murder. 

That number is growing 
each year, Nathanson added. 

Sandra Cano (known as 
Mary Doe) told the gathering “I 
was poor, pregnant and unedu¬ 
cated” when pro-choice forces 
used her in the Supreme Court 
to advance abortion cases. 

“I never asked for an abor¬ 
tion. I believed then and still 
do today that abortion is mur¬ 
der,” Cano declared. 

Norma McCorrey (known as 
Jane Roe in court a quarter of 
a century ago) cried out “I lied 
then...but I have repented.” 

McCorrey, who now lists 
herself as a Christian, claimed 


years ago that she was gang 
raped and tried many places 
unsuccessfully to obtain an 
abortion. Today she says she 
was not raped and that she re¬ 
ally only tried one office in an 
effort to obtain an abortion. 

One of the many congress¬ 
men to attend the rally was 
Rep. Steve Chabot (R-Ohio) 
who said “today happens to be 
my birthday. It is ironic that I 
am celebrating life, when we 
also have to record 37 million 
babies have died in abortion¬ 
ists’ hands in 25 years.” 

Rep. Roscoe Bartlett (R-Md) 
declared the wholesale deaths 
in abortion clinics has people 
questioning if America is a civ¬ 
ilized nation or not. 


“President Clinton today is 
feeling the pain (alluding to 
the current sex crisis that is 
putting his administration at 
risk), but sadly the pain he 
feels does not come fro a 
aborted children.” 

Rep. Jim Running, the for¬ 
mer Detroit Tiger pitcher and 
now a congressman from Ken¬ 
tucky, called out “what is mor¬ 
ally wrong can never be legally 
right. First they lied and said 
only 500 babies were killed via 
partial birth abortions, then 
they raised the number to 
5,000 and later even to 50,000.” 

No matter what the number 
is, the action is equivalent to 
infanticide. 

Rep. Mike DeWine, (R- 
Ohio), vowed “we (in Congresr) 
will bring the issue of banning 
partial birth abortions back to 
you Mr. President and hope 
that you follow the people’s 
lead to sign the bill.” 

DeWine and others at the 
rally stated that 80 percent of 
Americans support the partial 
birth abortion ban.

The moment of truth is at 
hand for Romulus. 

If the Eagles want to stay on 
top of the league and their 
game they will have to beat 
three-time defending Mega 
Conference Red Division 
champ, Wayne Memorial. 

The showdown will be 
staged Friday night at Ro¬ 
mulus, and both coaches agree 
that the game is a crucial one 
for both teams. 

At mid-season, Romulus 
coach Guy DelGiudice figured 
his team would be in the midst 
of the title chase. 


The veteran Romulus coach 
also knew his players would 
have to beat Wayne, the de¬ 
fending champ, if they wanted 
anything to do with the title 
this year.
